Under the coordination of Robert Weber with Lory ne Cbn- 
nick , business department head, as chief coordinator, office 
sk ills students have work ed 53,430 hours in the past y ear, 
earning $ 93,181.50. 
Eighty -five students have been doing part-time clerical 
and secretarial work with 25 enrolled in the IBM co-op pro­ 
gram. In offices throughout the city , students get an op­ 
portunity to put clerical sk ills to work for grateful employ ers. 
Even the high school uses work ex perience students in its 
offices.

Usually seniors are chosen to go into the field after a

One large industry cooperating with the program is IBM 
Kingston. Applicants for the co-op program undergo the same 
testing as secretarial hopefuls do when they apply for perma­ 
nent jobs. From this group, students are selected for part- 
time employ ment in the secretarial department. 
Here, under the direction of Mrs. Ruth Brown of IBM, 
students are first trained in telephone technique, procedure, 
forms and the lik e. They are then used in a variety of secre- 
trial and clerical posts throughout the plant, filling in where 
needed. 
Realistic Ex perience 
The aims of the office sk ills program are similar to the 
overall work ex perience program. Realistic ex perience which 
cannot be duplicated in the classroom is provided by the 
office situation. In addition to assisting local businessmen 
with staffing problems, the doubling trained student offers 
Kingston a core of y oung sk illed office work ers who are 
employ able on a full time basis after graduation. 
Just as a sidelight, the program in which employ ers peri­ 
odically report back to the school offers evaluation of both 
individual student and the entire vocational business educa­ 
tion curriculum. 


Three basic courses are offered the fledgling business stu­ 
dent. Clerical practice qualifies those participating in ty ping, 
basic business machines, stenocript, filing and other business 
office functions. 
Book k eeping and accounting program k designed to 
equip the student with a work ing k nowledge of accounting 
theory and practice, and provide necessary book k eeping sk ills 
for those who plan to enter business immediately alter gradu­ 
ation. 
Advance Course 
Shorthand and Transcription is an advanced business 
course which provides additional preparation for Stenographic 
students, allowing them to develop and ex pand sk ills. 
Learning on the job tak es on a very personal bent as the 
student encounters actual office personnel and problems. 
The majority of students in the office sk ills phase are girls 
who soon find it necessary to adopt a different mode of dress 
in the business field. The mod look of the classroom must be 
modified for the office. 
Some reactions of students, teachers and employ ers throw 
interesting human sidelights on the entire work ex perience 
program.

Th ere h as been little ch ange in th e emp loy ment 
p icture so far th is y ear, desp ite th e slowdown in th e 
e'onomy . Th e sensonally adjusted unemp loy ment rate 
in May of 3.8 p er cent o f th e labor force, sh owed little 
ch ange from th e 3.7 p er cent for th e first four month s 
o f th e y ear. 
For one th ing, th ere h as been a continued slow 
growth in jobs in government and semces. Th e ex ­ 
p ansion of female workers, wh ich rose by 600,000 
above th e trend last y ear, h as stop p ed. 
Second, th e number of job seekers h as declined since 
th e beginning of th e y ear. Seasonal workers h ave 
failed to enter th e labor force so far th is y ear. 
Th e sligh t ch ange in unemp loy ment was due to 
a 
decline of 44,000 .fobs in manufacturing and construc­ 
tion. Strikes, ch iefly in th e rubber industry , accounted 
for most of th e job loss in manufacturing. 
Th e darkest p art of th e p icture continues to be 
Negro unemp loy ment. It stood at 7.8 p er cent, about 
double th at for wh ites. Th at emp h asized once more th e 
necessity to up grade th e unemp loy ed 
by sch ooling and 
training to qualify th em for available jobs. 
Full emp loy ment Is not bey ond attainment in th e 
present state of th e economy , p roviding ap p licants are 
g iv en th e needed education and skills. Once th at Is 
done, most of th e nation’s social p roblems will be 
solved, fo r, with full emp loy ment, economic frustration 
will decrease if not disap p ear, relief rolls will be re­ 
duced to a minimum, and living standards will rise.

T h e s e 
reserv ists

serv ed immediately as in­ 
tegral p arts of th e Israel 
combat forces and, in fact, 
formed th e bulk of th e com­ 
bat troop s. 
In th e Israeli army th ere 
is no differentiation of status 
between reserv ists and p ro­ 
fessional 
soldiers, 
rep orts 
one U.S. Army officer with 
astonish ment. 
Professional 
officers are obtained from 
th e ranks. 
Israeli draftees are called 
in at age 18. Th en, after 26 
month s of serv ice th ey go 
into th e reserv e wh ere th ey 
h av e 31 day s of activ e duty 
a y ear, p lus an ex tra day a 
month for sp ecial training or 
security duty . Th is goes on 
until age 39 . Th en, from 40 
until age 45, th e reserv ists 
h ave 14 day s of activ e duty 
a y ear.

officers, 
noncommissioned officers and 
enlisted men th us are tech ­ 
nically and tacticaiiy up -to- 
date. 
Th eir reserv e training is 
intensive.

"mobilization ex ercises 
are 
h eld frequently and all units 
• can be assembled, equip p ed 
and moved out, ready for 
combat, 
in

h ours. 
"Equip ment for each re­ 
serv e unit is maintained in 
such a state of readiness 
th at th e unit can p erform 
its wartime mission immedi­ 
ately uuon assembly .” 
Th us up to 2 50 .0 0 0 
men 
can be mobilized, equip p ed 
and ready for combat in a 
few day s. 
Pentagon 
p lans call 
for 
some U.S. units to be ready 
for field combat in weeks— 
some in month s. 
McNamara regards th e re­ 
serv es, 
ev en 
th e 
tech nical 
and sp ecialized reserv es, as a 
last resort. 
Most 
reserv ists are sin­ 
cere, conscientious men wh o 
want to do a job. But more 
th an 
h alf 
of 
McNamara’s 
Army reserv ists are giv en 
neith er th e training nor th e 
equip ment to keep up with 
th eir 
sp ecialties. 
In 
fact, 
about h alf of th e Army re­ 
serv ists aren’t ev en in units. 
T b ~ ’re in a "p ool” or m th e 
Standby Reserv e. 
Under McNamara’s newest 
Reserv e rev ision p lan, most 
combat v eterans likely will 
go into th is p ool, wh ere th eir 
military skills will gradually 
deteriorate.

Q—1 filed for my refund a 
month ago. I*n't it about time 
I receiv ed it? 
A—No, it is still too soon. 
Look for the refund to arriv e 
anytime after the first of June. 
Some returns filed at the dead­ 
line may not be processed com­ 
pletely till the end of June. If 
your return is incomplete or 
contains an error, processing 
will take longer. There will al­ 
so be a delay if the return is 
selected for audit before the 
refund is issued. 
Q —My daughter is working 
as a sales girl this summer to 
earn money for college. If she 
makes more than $600 will I 
lose my dependency deduction 
for her? 
A—If your daughter is un­ 
der 19 or is a full-time student 
you will not lose your depen­ 
dency exemption for her just 
because she earns $600 or more 
during the year. As long as the 
other dependency tests are met 
iyou may continue to claim her. 
If ahe doet earn $600 or 
mare, or haa taxes withheld, 
she must file her own return. 
Q— I won the $75 prize giv en | 
each year to the outstanding 
history student.
